C h ic a g o , October 17th.—O ne 
h u n d red 
additional P inkerton police arrived at th e 
im provised barracks in th e stock-vards 
this evening. T h e force now num bers 450 
m en. 
T h e strike cam e betore th e T rades 
A ssem bly to-day and raised quite a com ­ 
m otion. 
T. J. L yons introduced a resolu­ 
tion holding P. JJ. A rm our responsible for 
th e strik e and as being at the bottom of 
the trouble. 
T he resolution also called on 
th e A ssem bly to use its intluence to induce 
all persons not to trade at any shop w here 
A rm our's m ea's are sold. 
T he introduc­ 
tion of the resolution brought a num ber of 
delegates to th eir feet instan tly . A . C. 
A rm o u r vehem ently asserted th a t there was 
not a scintilla o f proof to show that A rm our 
w as m ore o r'le s s culpable th an th e other 
packers, an d lie w as opposed to singling 
out one m an and destroying his business, 
w hen others were as deep in th e m ud as 
h e in th e m ire. 
A nother delegate said the 
stock-vards em ployes liad n eith er asked 
n o r taken such action yet, and w hen they 
did it w ould be tim e enough for th e As­ 
sem bly to act. 
A t tin s point C hairm an 
C raw ford ruled th a t as the resolution v irtu ­ 
ally contem plated a boycott, th e A ssem bly 
could take no action on it, fcut to refer it 
to th e Boycott Hoard, w hich was dune. 
A cting under instructions from G eneral 
M aster W orkm an Pow derly, T. I*. Harry 
w ill, contrary to announcem ent, not go to 
K ichm ond, b u t w ill rem ain here and con­ 
tinue liis efforts to bring about an am ica­ 
ble settlem ent. T o-night B arry said he 
hoped for a speedy adjustm ent o f the 
trouble. 
On w hat basis he could not say, 
h ut lie w as o f the opinion th a t a com pro­

said h e had been authorized by Pow derly 
to settle th e ditliculty, and w as invested 
w ith full pow er to act.

W a s h i n g t o n , O ctober 17th.—T he m ate­ 
rial is largely in han d in th e new ly-organ­ 
ized D ivision o f Econom ical O rnithology of 
th e D epartm ent of A griculture, for a series 
of bulletins upon the relations of the sev­ 
eral com m on species of birds in this coun­ 
try to agriculture. 
T he evidence collected 
w ill have a strong tendency in som e cases 
to upset w idely prevalent notions respecting 
th e h abits and values of certain birds, and 
in others to lead to an organized ellurt for 
the m itigation or extinction of pests w hich 
bring destruction to valuable branches of 
agriculture. 
In th e latter category. D r. C. 
H . M erriam , the head of th e D ivision, 
places E nglish sparrow s as chief. T h is bird 
was im ported w ith a tlourish of praise som e 
years ago, as an agent for th e protection ot 
shade trees front the ravages o f ctterpillars, 
incli-w orm s and other creeping things, and 
has so m ultiplied and developed am ong its 
new surroundings as to becom e a vastly 
greater scourge th a n the o n e it was expected 
to counteract. 
Its present rate of increase 
is enorm ous, and the new territory w hich 
it invades is esiim ated at m ore than EiO.UOO 
square m iles an n u ally . 
It is essentially a 
tow n bird, nesting 
alm ost 
exclusively 
about and upon projections o f buildings, 
but it takes long vacations during the 
fruit-grow ing 
seasons 
and 
w reaks 
its 
ferocious appetite upon ,th e .largest aud 
juiciest o f grapes and daintiest of trpe 
Iruits, in w hich w ork o f destruction its 
aggregate of dam age is alm ost incom put­ 
able. 
H ow bent to prevent th e further in ­ 
crease and curtail its roving propensities, is 
an unsolved problem . 
It m ay he shot or 
poisoned, or it m ay be despoiled ot its nest, 
but n eith er plan 
prom ises 
perm anent 
relief. 
It is estim ated th at the an n u al loss 
to rice planters from the depredations of 
this bird is betw een $:>,000.000 an d $4,000,­ 
000. 
Dr. M erriam recently spent som e 
tim e in the rice fields of S outh C arolina for 
the purpose o f studying the habits of this 
bird and o f experim enting w ith a view to its 
depredations. 
H e found the planters m ak ­ 
ing tlieir usual heroic efforts, an d w ith p ar­ 
tial success, to save tlieir crops. 
F o r illu s­ 
tration, a field o f 200 acres required the 
em ploym ent o f m ore than fifty m en anil 
hoys, th eir duty m orning and evening 
being to create such a h u b u h w ith guns 
and other noise producing im plem ents as 
w ould prevent th e birds from settling upon 
this p articular field, and scare them over 
to those of tlieir neighbors, w here a sim ilar 
din was in process for a like purpose. 
Dr 
M erriam th in k s that a single haw k trained 
as were I lie falcons w ith w hich sportsm en 
of th e m iddle ages am used them selves, 
w ould he an effective protection to a rice 
field o f 200 acres. 
It is probable th at an 
experim ent in this direction w ill be tried, 
if a person of sufficient experience in the 
train in g of haw ks can be found to un d er­ 
tak e it.

Beaum ont (Tex ), October 
17th.—Iie- 
fugees from the Hooded district about Sa­ 
bine Pass continue to arrive on every small 
craft that comes up the river. 
It is esti­ 
mated by persons here who have been over 
the scenes of devastation at Sabine Pass, 
Johnson’s Bayou and Taylor's 
Bayou, 
that the death list will exceed 250 souls. 
Eighty-five corpses have been recovered 
and 
buried around 
Johnson's 
Bayou, 
and 54 bodies thus far have been buried at 
Sabine, while 66 persons are still missing 
at Sabine, and those are of course dead, as 
it would he impossible for any hum an 
being to survive this long in the swamp 
and lagoons without ilood or shelter. An 
exam ination 
of 
the country hack of 
Sabine and 
in 
the 
immediate vicin­ 
ity 
of 
Beaum ont 
shows 
that 
the 
salt water 
came back from the coast 
fully forty miles through the swamps, and 
hundreds of thousands of acres are still 
submerged by the water that was forced 
back and has no outlet. T his fact makes 
the search for bodies very difficult. The 
carcasses of thousands of drowned cattle, 
hogs, horses and fowls are strewn every­ 
where, and clouds of sea-gulls and buz­ 
zards hover over the desolate country for an 
area of thirty square miles. 
It is known 
that 
the 
num ber of sufferers around 
Johnson’s Bayou who have lost everything 
will reach 1.2U0, while the Sabine sufferers 
num ber 30U, one-half of whom are now in 
Beaumont. 
Parties who returned to-day 
from the Johnson Bayou district say that 
60 persons are still missing there, and the 
searching parties have almost reached the 
conclusion that m any of these missing 
were drowned and their bodies carried out 
to sea by the receding waters. 
S alisb u ry Destroyed b y F ire. 


S a l is b u r y iMd.), Octoher 17tli.—A fire 
which started in a small frame stable about 
7 o’clock to night swept over the entire 
business portion of this village. 
A brisk 
wind from the southeast spread the flames 
rapidly, while the inhabitants stood by 
powerless to prevent the destruction, as the 
dry frame buildings burned too fiercely to 
be checked by the small fire apparatus. 
Assistance has been asked from Sheffield 
and W ilmington, Del., but at a late hour 
it looks as though tlie entire village would 
be destroyed. 
It is impossible to enum er­ 
ate the property losses at this late hour, 
but a rough guess places it over a million 
dollars. Stores with their contents were 
licked up by the flames, and the streets to­ 
night are full of people whose houses have 
been destroyed.

A BOLD CONSPIRACY TO EFFECT VI­

Behind all hum an action there is mo­ 
tive. 
It must be good or i l l ; it must direct 
to ends fit to be conserved or worthy of 
condemnation. 
Honesty of purpose, pure 
motive ami conscious tru th never resort to 
means such as are now employed by the 
8 an Francisco Chronicle to compass the 
defeat of the Republican ticket, which 
bears a direct relation to Republican as­ 
cendancy in the Senate of the I nited 
States. 
The Chronicle support- the head of the 
Republican State ticket. 
It could scarce

George 
H earst is a Dem ocrat; the CVtrom'cfe, mas­ 
querading behind the Republican ticket, is 
laboring to

This it cannot do openly, 
for obvious reasons. 
It believes a con­ 
cealed light, and one w ithin the lines, to lie 
th e best.

W e have no candidate for Senator ; the

On taking the chair, Mr. Steffens made 
one of the most telling local speeches of 
the campaign, it being a straightforward 
appeal to Republicans to stand by the 
ticket, and giving substantial reasons why 
they should do so. 
It was received with a 
round of hearty applause. 
The first speaker was Hon. Jos. Mc­ 
Kenna, who came on the stand amid 
the plaudits of the vast audience, re­ 
peated over and 
again, 
mingled with 
enthusiastic cheering. 
Mr. 
McKenna's 
Congressional career has been so thor­ 
oughly satisfactory to the people of this 
section that there is not here entertained 
the slightest doubt of his return to his post 
by an immense majority. 
He spoke for 
about forty m inutes, and in an impressive 
and convincing m anner. 
We cannot find 
room for any extracts from his argument 
at this time. H e reviewed the promise of 
the Democratic party on which it went into 
Federal power, and its utter failure to re­ 
deem it. 
It had not found rascals to turn 
out, nor had it been able to discover any 
inaccuracies even in the books, let alone 
evidences ot peculation and robbery. 
He 
took up the Democratic platform of this 
State, and on which his opponent, Mr. Mc- 
l’ike, is seeking Congressional honors, and 
showed its hollowness and falsity, declar­ 
ing most of its planks to be Insults to 
ordinary intelligence.

HO N. M . M. ESTEE 
Was the next speaker, Mr. Steffens intro­ 
ducing him as the man who got left four 
years ago in the race for Governor. “ Yes,” 
said Mr. Estec, “ but I’ve been a good deal 
happier than the man who won," which 
happy reply " brought down the whole 
house." 
Mr. Estee's speech was a happy, 
witty “ talk," and kept the audience in 
m erry lium or. 
He reported the camp 
fires of the Republican party all through 
the country brightly burning, and that the 
prospects of victory were brilliant and tri­ 
um ph certain. 
He eulogized Mr. Swift, 
referring to his long acquaintance with the 
man and his knowledge of the irreproach­ 
able character he bears. 
He also bore tes­ 
tim ony to the fact that at the great Dolly 
Varden ratification m eeting at P latt's Hall 
in 1876, Bartlett sat on the platform , being 
the nominee for Senator, and applauded 
Governor Booth, who spoke.

HON. IRA G. HOITT, 
Candidate for Superintendent of Public In ­ 
struction, was the next speeker. 
He said 
he came sim ply to be seen and to meet the 
people. 
He intended to be elected. 
He 
received his education in the public schools 
and had been twenty-three years a teacher 
of common schools. He was a friend of the 
new school-book system and favored going 
a step beyond that and making the books 
free. This could be done by retaining 
them in the school libraries as fast as 
yielded by the grades. This would make 
the children careful of them and tend to 
drill them in habits of neatness. 
W here 
damaged badly the parents should 
be 
charged the cost, and thus they would 
bring their children np in habits of careful­ 
ness and neatness. It had been objected 
that he was old.

Candidate for Secretary of State, was the 
next speaker. 
H e spoke briefly, wittily, 
and made a good impression. His delivery 
was clear, m anly, and his rem arks straight­ 
forward. 
He promised to do his duty if 
elected, and believed he was competent. 
He paid a high compliment to Sacramento 
as a loyal city, and declared that it had al­ 
ways been looked to for sterling fealty to 
the’ Union and the Republican party.

romised 2,000 m ajority for the ticket frora 
,os Angeles, San Bernardino and San 
Diego counties. His rem arks were warmly 
applauded. 
W. H . H . HART, 
Candidate

Attorney-General, spoke 
next. H e had been referred to by the 
Chairm an as the dispatch-bearer at Chatta­ 


nooga, in the war, who had been described 
by Corporal Tanner. This compelled him to 
explain how this came about, because tiie 
San Francisco Examiner had lied about him . 
H e then graphically told the story ofthe bat­ 
tle of Missionary Ridge and Lookout Moun­ 
tain and the part he played in it as the 
hearer of a message to Sherm an through 
the Confederate lines.

The meteorological condition 
along the Pacific slope at 7 o'clock last 
night shows a falling barometer, south­ 
westerly winds, cloudy to light rain, from 
Tatoosh Island to Sacramento. A foul 
weather sunset was reported along the coast 
from Tatoosh to San Francisco, including 
Red Bluff and Sacramento. The highest 
and lowest temperature at Sacramento for 
Saturday and yesterday was 61° and 52°, 
and 64° and 43°, with southerly winds pre­ 
vailing and weather showery.

DEMOCRATIC MEETING. 
The Candidate for Governor Read» a 
Lengthy P aper—O ther Speeches. 
In accordance with flaming handbills, 
announcing the fact that Mr. Bartlett, the 
candidate for Governor on the Democratic 
ticket, was to speak to a Sacramento au­ 
dience at the Metropolitan Theater Satur­ 
day night, attracted to that histrionic build­ 
ing a large audience of various parties and 
creeds. The Mayor was escorted from the 
Capi'al Hotel by about sixty young Demo­ 
crats. attaches of the State Printing Office 
and the State Capitol, who wore upon the 
left lapel of their coats a white silk ribbon, 
upon which was printed “ Jefferson,” the 
name of their club. The small procession 
was headed by the Hussar band, which 
played pieces indicative of the fact that they 
appreciated they were leading the van­ 
guard of a forlorn hope. 
At the theater the meeting was called to 
order by the Chairman of the County Cen­ 
tral Committee, who announced Colonel J. 
J. Ayers as Chairman of the meeting, and 
read the following list of Vice-Presidents :

TH E MAYOR READ3. 
Mayor Bartlett was introduced by the 
Chairman, and as he stepped forward to 
the footlights was greeted with applause. 
He immediately took from the innermost 
recesses of his inside coat pocket a ponder­ 
ous roll of manuscript, and started in by 
reading: “ It is with peculiar pleasure that 
I appear before the citizens of Sacramento, 
and express my gratification at the hearty 
reception given me.” This -.hawed the an­ 
ticipatory condition of ttie individual who 
had written in San Francisco the introduc­ 
tion to this remarkable campaign docu­ 
ment. He stated that he had visited this 
city often, and one time was sent here as a 
Senator, the representative of the Inde­ 
pendent party that sent Governor Booth to 
the Senate. He also stated that this would 
be his last effort in the campaign, for his 
duties as Mayor engrossed all his time, and 
he liad no time for campaign speeches. 
On the water question he was somewhat at 
sea, but believed, however, in passing spe­ 
cial laws concerning it. and the formation 
of irrigation districts. He stoutly denied that 
he was opposed to the education of child­ 
ren, but admitted that while in the Senate 
lie voted against the Tuttle bill. AVithout 
stating what they were, he said he objected 
to certain portions of that bill, and as it 
passed in amended form he had less objec­ 
tion to it. He was still of the opinion that 
our educational system was not what it 
should be, and pointed out the large sums 
that were annually expended for education. 
He thought it could be improved upon. 
The Mayor then read extracts from a 
speech made by Mr. Swift in Platt’s Hall, 
on the 19th of August, 1S73, when the 
latter, with Bartlett, was a candidate for a 
Legislative position in opposition to the 
Democratic and Republican parties—being 
at that time Independents. The quotations 
made were as strongly denunciatory of the 
Democracy as they were of the Repub­ 
licans, and were words that expressed the 
position of both candidates at that time. 
His only point was to press upon his hear­ 
ers the fact, already anticipated and ac­ 
knowledged by Mr. Swift when here one 
week since, that in the campaign of 1873 
he was engaged in the Independent move­ 
ment. 
When the Mayor had finished reading 
lhat portion of the paper he referred to the 
City Hail Association matter, and said the 
iatter was a suit growing out of a de­ 
sire on the part of the Board of Supervisors 
to enlarge their powers and jurisdiction. 
In other words, lie was not fighting for 
the salary of the office, but simply to re­ 
tain the New City Hall management in the 
hands of the Commission, instead of al­ 
lowing it to go to the Supervisors. 
He said nothing about the “ Burlinganie- 
Swift” treaty, but said, “ 1 indorse the 
Democratic platform.” 
CANDIDATE FOR CONGRESS. 
Henry C. McPike, a young man who 
hails from Alameda and is an aspirant 
for Congressional honors in the Third Dis­ 
trict, was the next speaker. He began upon 
a high key and a plane of “ eloquence ” 
that, it was apparent, he could not main­ 
tain, and he soon (lattened out into a mis­ 
erable failure. He went up like a rocket 
and came down like a stick. Starting out, 
he paid a glowing tribute to California, her 
soil, climate and productions, her grand 
scenery, noble men and women, and in 
this style floated from Siskiyou to San 
Diego, from the Sierras to the sea. Ho 
wished to impress upon his hearers the 
idea of his being a young man, a native- 
born Californian,a soil of the Golden West. 
He passed such a high eulogium upon the 
native sons—to catch their votes—that 
those in his audience who were born be­ 
neath the folds of the starry banner else­ 
where must have been green with envy, 
and no doubt wished their parents bad 
moved to this statesman-producing State 
a few months anterior to their birth. He 
said California would . e safe in his hands, 
and he would go to Congress and “ hunt up 
a silver bill and vote for it, and if he could 
not find one he would originate one and 
vote for it.” Mr. McKenna, his opponent, 
in his exalted opinion did not know a good 
half-dollar from one with a hole in it. and, 
he claimed, was unsafe to trust in the legis­ 
lative halls of the nation. The speaker is 
not a silver-tongued oiator, but his theme 
was that of silver throughout. He is mak­ 
ing a silver tight, and with it expects to 
win. He complimented the Jefferson Club, 
and said he beheld in their ranks “ all the 
future greatness of this State." [Applause 
from the club ] He said he would rather 
be a Native Son of the Golden West than 
“ a Roman Senator or a European poten­ 
tate.” 
A WOUI.D-I1E SENATOR. 
General Thomas J. Clunie was the next 
speaker. He was a little hoarse from 
nightly wrestlings with the unterrificd 
from the San Francisco stump3. He said 
he was a candidate for Senator, and was 
going to win. He reviewed his history in 
this city, where he was raised, and said 
"You ail know me." There was no spot 
on God’s green earth he loved so well as 
he did Sacramento, and he was glad to 
know that San Francisco was going to rid 
themselves of him by sending him here 
for a brief time to represent them in the 
Senate. He made the wildest prognostica­ 
tions about the result of the coming elec­ 
tion, prophesying sucli an utter rout of 
the Republicans that they never again 
would put a ticket in the field. [Loud 
cheers by the Jefferson Club.] He spoke 
upon the “Burlingame-Swift” treaty plank, 
and admitted the paternity of that libel on 
history. He said be was proud of the fact 
that he was one of the framers of that 
Clatform and proposed to stand by it. He 
aldly reiteraied the utterly and false state­ 
ments heretofore made by other of their 
speakers that Swift assisted Burlingame in 
the formation of that treaty.

He appears to 
have met with an unpleasant experience 
immediately, judging from the following 
item in the Examiner of Saturday: “John 
Kane, a printer from Sacramento, appeared 
at the Receiving Hospital for medical 
treatment at a late honr last nicht. The 
left side of his head was covered with se­ 
vere bruises, which he said were inflicted 
by three men at the corner of Montgomery 
and Merchant streets. He recognized one 
of his assailants as a man named Arm- 
berger. a pressman whom he discharged 
from a job printing office in Sacramento a 
short time ago. Kane claims that Arm- 
berger struck him with a club and knocked 
him down, and the other two men kicked 
him about the head and body.”

A ttem pted M urder and Robbery 
f One of the boldest attempts at assassina­ 
tion and robbery ever made in this city 
occurred about half-past 7 last evening on 
Third street. James McCue, one of the 
waiters at the Capital Hotel, after finishing 
his work started for the depot to meet some 
friends whom he expected to arrive on an 
incoming train. While crossing J street, 
on Third, he took from his pantaloons 
pocket some live dollars in silver, counted 
it in his hand, put a portion in his vest 
pocket, and returned the balance to his 
pantaloons. The jingling of the coin at­ 
tracted the attention of several persons, and 
the silver was plainly seen under the 
strong glare of the electric light. 
As he passed the Boston drug store 
a man was seen following him, and 
when near the alley, in front of Blue's 
carriage shop, McCue was heard to cry out 
“ murder!” Several gentlemen ran to his 
assistance, and the man that had been fol­ 
lowing him disappeared in the dark alley. 
McCue was picked up in almost an insensi­ 
ble condition. He had received a fearful 
blow from some heavy iron instrument 
over the eye, which was swollen and lacer­ 
ated, a severe gash in the back of his head, 
and his tongue was nearly cut in twain. 
The latter probably was done by his own 
teeth. McCue says he did not see his as­ 
sailant, who sneaked up behind him. 
McCue's hand was in his pocket when he 
was struck, and when he pulled it out the 
money came with it and was scattered 
upon the sidewalk. Assistance came so 
promptly that the would-be assassin and 
robber did not have time to gather it up. 
The police were immediately notified of 
the occurrence, but as no one can give a 
description of the thug it is not at all 
likely that he will be apprehended. 
The Citrus Fair. 
The Executive Board of the Central Cali­ 
fornia Citrus Fair Association held another 
meeting at the Board of Trade rooms on 
Saturday, Mr. Gallatin presiding. The 
subject of arranging for and holding the 
second citrus fair in Sacramento was con­ 
sidered at length, and much enthusiasm 
manifested. The time for holding it was, 
after full discussion, placed upon the third 
week in December, commencing Monday, 
the 13tb, and closing the Saturday follow­ 
ing. It will be remembered that when the 
citrus fair was opened here on the 11th tf 
January last most of the orange crop was 
gone. Taking this fact into consideration, 
and thepr<s.‘nt condition of the maturing 
citrus fruits, it was believed that the mid­ 
dle of December would afford the best ex­ 
hibits to be had of the season’s products. 
Dr. Latham stated that he had received 
letters from the Union Pacific Railway 
officials, and also those of the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy road, urging that 
the citrus exhibits be transferred to Chicago 
at the close of the fair in this city. The 
consideration of the proposition was post­ 
poned till a future meeting.

Judge. 
James G. Davis and E. Klebitz were sere­ 
naded at their homes Saturday night by the 
Hussar band, under the auspices of the Jef­ 
ferson Club. 
The Grand Encampment, I. O. O. F., 
meets in San Francisco to-morrow at 10 a. 
m. Several delegates from Sacramento will 
go down to-day to attend its sessions. 
The passenger train from Delta was three 
hours late in its arrival Saturday afternoon, 
having been detained by slides near Delta, 
caused by the heavy rains of Friday and 
Saturday. 
Court Surgeon W. F. Wiard will this 
evening deliver a lecture before Court Cap­ 
itol, A. O. F., upon which occasion mem­ 
bers of Courts Sutter and Sacramento will 
pay a fraternal visit. 
At the Folsom State Prison Saturday 
morning one of the convicts, Willis Sunnier, 
sent from Merced county to serve ten years, 
committed suicide by hanging himself. He 
was a native of Texas, aged 25 years. 
A member of the Chinese theatrical com­ 
pany playing in this city complained to the 
police yesterday that some one entered his 
room Saturday night, broke open his trunk 
and stole a considerable portion of his 
wardrobe. 
President Chesley and other members of 
the Pioneer Association, together with sev­ 
eral Native Sons and accompanying ladies, 
represented Sacramento last Friday evening 
at the anniversary ball given by Elk Grove 
Parlor, N. S. G. W. They had a line time, 
as the affair was a grand success. 
W. J. Thompson was killed by the 
Berkeley local train at Berryman s'ation 
Saturday. He attempted to cross the track 
in front ot the engine and was caught by 
the pilot. He was a laboring man and re­ 
sided at Dwight way, near Berkeley. 
He 
was 55 years of age, and leaves two daugh­ 
ters residing in Sacramento. 
The rain of Saturday caused the Sacra- 
amento river to lose the blue color it had 
maintained for several weeks, conse­ 
quent upon its having been so clear, 
and it has risen slightly. There will prob­ 
ably be a more notable rise when the 
waters of the upper river, where the rain­ 
fall was heavier than here, come down.

The Republican County Central Commit­ 
tee on Saturday evening adopted a resolu­ 
tion which was sent to the Central Com­ 
mittee chosen by the "Citizens’ Independent 
Convention," demanding that the names of 
the Republican nominees be removed from 
their ticket. The Chairman of the Citi­ 
zens' Committee responded, aggressively 
declining to comply. 
Deputy Sheriff- Wilburn, of Sierra 
county, passed through last Saturday, en 
route for the Asylum at Stockton with an 
insane man named D. Demenric. While 
at Truckee, coming over from Downieville, 
Demenric attempted to cut his throat with 
a pocket knife, and inflicted a severe hut 
not dangerous wound. To prevent further 
efforts at self-destruction, his limbs were 
secured with irons. 
Some graceless individuals a few days 
ago captured a large dog on Front street, 
securely fastened a tin can to his tail, and 
turned him loose. The frightened animal 
ran furiously to the Sacramento and Yolo 
bridge, crossed over into Washington, ran 
down the levee a considerable distance, 
then jumped into the river and swam back 
to Sacramento, where he was caught and 
relieved of the can. 
In the Superior Court, Department One. 
Saturday, the remittitur from the Supreme 
Court in the case of the People vs. M. I). 
Reed, reversing the decision of the Court 
below because of a variance between the 
indictment and the proof, was filed. It ap­ 
pearing that the limitation of time within 
w'hich another indictment or information 
could be tiled had expired, the Court or­ 
dered the defendant discharged. 
The following appears in the Galt Ga­ 
zette : “ Everybody is going to vote for Sey­ 
mour Carr for the Assembly. Both parties 
are solid for him, knowing that no better 
man can be found. It would be well if in 
our legislative halls there were more sturdy, 
honorable yeomanry, who could and would 
represent their various constituencies more 
favorably than doctors or lawyers, whose 
interests are not identical with the masses.” 
Probably Yolo county will this year be 
the banner county of all the country north 
of the Bay in the production of raisins. 
Fresno, Los Angeles and San Bernardino 
will this year turn out more raisins than 
ever before. In Yolo county the raisin- 
niakers are producing about seven tons of 
grapes to the acre. There are special in­ 
stances in some of the counties where the 
product is much greater. But seven tons 
may be set down as a high average. 
Constable Marks, of Franklin, came to 
the city and on Saturday took to Franklin 
H. M. Hanson, the complaining witness 
against James Adams, whom Marks ar­ 
rested at Courtland on Thursday for grand 
larceny, in robbing Hanson of $145. As 
District Attorney Buckley could not go 
ilown to prosecute the case, the Constable 
undertook to do the prosecuting himself, as 
Adams had already admitted having liad 
the money, though he claimed to have 
found it. 
Yesterday noon a Chinaman called at the 
station-house, and asked that two officers 
be sent to the corner of Fifth and I streets, 
where the Chinese “ Masons" were to hold 
a meeting, stating that there was apt to be 
serious trouble. The officers were not de­ 
tailed for the duty, but the police kept an 
eye on the locality. About 4:.!0 a tele­ 
phonic message was received at the station- 
house, saying that the Chinese at Fifth and 
1 streets were quarreling, and were about to 
have a murderous time. Chief Diliman 
and officer Leavy went to the scene, but 
could not discover any signs of riot or 
murder. 
About 10 o’clock Saturday night James 
Davis, a meat market proprietor, was look­ 
ing in a show window near the Clunie 
Opera House when someone stepped up 
and struck him a blow on the chin with 
a sharp instrument, inflicting quite a cut. 
Officers Coffey and Farrell arrested the 
assailant, who was unknown to Davis, but 
gave the name of Thomas llarrigan, a 
stage carpenter. He had in his possession 
an iron implement known as a stage screw, 
used in shifting scenery, and it is supposed 
that it was the weapon with which Davis 
was cut. Harrigan had evidently been 
drinking freely. A charge of assault with 
a deadly weapon was entered against him, 
and his friends gave bonds in the sum of 
Í300 for liis appearance in Court.

Proclamation. 


State ot California, 
ElEClTiVK Lepartmext, 
Sacramento, July 31,1886, 


WHEREAS, THE LEGISLATURE OF THE 
State of California, at its Twenty-sixth 
Session, beginning on the fifth day of January, 
A. D. éighteen hundred and eighty-five, two- 
thirds of all the members elected to each of the 
two Houses of said Legislature voting, in favor 
thereof, proposed the following amendment of 
Sections One, Eight, Ten and Eleven of Article 
Thirteen, of the Constitution of the State of 
California: 


AMENDMENT NUMBER ONE. 
Section 1. All property in the State, except 
railroads, not exempt under the laws of the 
United Mates, shall be uxed in proportion to its 
value, to be ascertained as provided bv law. 
rord property, as u^c-d in this article and 
section, is nereby declared to include moneys, 
credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises and all 
other matters and things, real, personal and 
mixed, capable of private ownership; provided, 
that growing crops, property used exclusively 
for public schools, and such as may belong to 
the United States, this State, or any county or 
municipal corporation within this cítate, shall 
be exempt from taxation. Growing vines and 
fruit trees shall be deemed to be and shall be 
assessed and taxed as a i>artof toe realty; and, 
provide I further, that railroads shall be taxed as 
provided iu Section Ten ot this article; and. 
provided further, that the Legislature mav pi 
vide for the exemption from taxation of shit 
and vessels owned and registered or enrolled in 
this sítate, or may tax such ships and vessels on 
their urussor net earnings, m lieu of au ad val­ 
orem tax. The Legislature may also provide, 
except in case of credits secured by mortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction from credits of 
debts due to bona fide residents of this Stale. 
i>ouble taxation in any form is prohibited. 
Sec. 8. The Legislature shall, by law, require 
each taxpayer in this State to make and deliver 
to the County Assessor, annually, a statement 
under oath, séttiug forth specifically all prop­ 
erty, real and personal. exc»*pt railroad property, 
as aefined in Section Ten of this article, owned 
oy such taxpayer, or in his possession or under 
his control, at twelve o'clock meridian on the 
first Monday in March. 
Sec. 10. All property, except railroad prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, shall be assessed 
in the county, city, city and county, town, town­ 
ship, or district in which it is situated, in the 
manner provided by law. Every corporation 
and person owning or operating a railroad, or 
any portion thereof, in this State, shall, on or 
before the first day of July of each year, pay to 
the State Treasurer an annual tax of two and 
a half per cent upon the gross earning-, earned 
within this State, of such railroad, for the year 
ending upon the thirty-fnst day of December 
next preceding, which tax shall be in lieu .of 
all other State and county taxes upon the fran­ 
chise, business, right of way, roadway, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, stations and their 
appurtenances, and upon ferryboats, when op­ 
erated as a part of such railroad, and upon the 
snares of the capital stock, and upon the mort­ 
gagee, deeds of trust, contracts or other obliga­ 
tion by which a debt is secured upon such prop­ 
erty. All other property belonging to such cor­ 
poration or person snail be assessed and taxed 
as other property is assessed and taxed. The 
gross annual"earnings earned during the year 
ending on the thirty-first day ot ltecember last 
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tion or otherwise, to interfere with, hinder or 
delay the collection of any tax laid under the 
form of law, except upon a showing that the 
same property has been taxed more than once 
for the same purpose in the same year, and then 
onl; upon payment to the Tax Collector, or into 
Court, of a sum equal to the amount of one of 
the taxes so laid udou the property in question; 
provided, that in all cases actions may be main­ 
tained against the Tax Collector to recover il­ 
legal taxes paid under protest. All such actions 
must be commenced vsithin thirty days after 
such illegal taxes have been paid. It shall be 
the duty of tne Courts in which such actions 
mar be broueht, to try them, upon the request 
of either party, in advance of all other civil ac­ 
tions, and such taxes so paid under protest shall 
be retained by the Tax Collector, or such other 
officer as the Legislature may designate. untD 
such actions shall have been finally decided. 
SCHEDULE. 
Nothing in this amendment shall affect any 
assessment or tax heretofore made or levied, or 
interest thereon, or any penalty heretofore in­ 
curred, or any action or right of action on a¿- 
ccount of any such assessment, tax, interest or 
penalty; and all laws in force at the adop'ion of 
this amendment, not inconsistent therewith, 
shall remain in full force and effect until altered 
or repealed by the Legiclature. The first levy 
and payment of taxes against railroad property 
hereunder, shall be made in the year eighteen 
hundred and eighty-six, and shall be upon the 


«receding, of all railroads, shall be, airmally. 
.efore the first day of May thereafter, ascertained 
and declared by the State Board of Equalization, 
under such rules and regulations as may be pre­ 
scribed by paid Board: provided, however, that 
the Legislat ire may at any time pass laws pre­ 
scribing said rules and regulations. In ali cases 
where railroads arc situated pnrtly within this 
State and partly without this wtate, the gross an­ 
nual earnings thereof s.iali be fc^ccrtained and 
determined by taking: 
.fifrrt-The gro«s comings which, during the 
year last preceding, haw been earned wholly 
within this State. 
Secmul—The gross earn»ngs which, during the 
same year, have been earned partly within this 
State and t artly without this state, which shall 
be ascertained by apportioning such earnings 
between this State and other Sta^s or Territo­ 
ries, in the proportion which the number of 
miles of Buch railroad situated in this State, and 
used iu making such earniugs, bears to •'he 
whole number of miles thereof, by the use of 
which such earnings have been made. The pro­ 
portion of interstate earnings thus ascertained 
shall be added to the earnings made wholly 
within the State, and the total thus obtained 
shall be taken and deemed to be the gross earn­ 
ings of such railroads for all purposes of assess­ 
ment and taxation. For every purpose of thi* 
section, except for the purpose of ascertaining 
the proportion of interstate earnings to be added 
to the earniugs made wholly within this State, 
all railroads operated as one system shall be 
treated as one road. One-third of the tax paid 
by corporations or persons owning or operating 
railroads under the provisions of this section 
shail become part of tne General Fund of this 
State, and two thirls thereof shall be paid to 
the county or counties in which said raüroad is 
situated, in proportion to the length of the rail­ 
road oi>erated in the several counties. For the 
purposes of this section a consolidated city and 
county shall be treated as a county. Any corpo­ 
ration, association, partnership, person or j>er- 
sons, unlawfully failing or refusing to pay the 
tax herein provided, when the name shall be^ 
come due. or within thirty days thereafter, shall 
be deemed to have waived their right to operate 
their railroads within this State. The taxes 
herein provided for, together with such penalties 
as the Legislature may impose for the non-pay­ 
ment thereof, shall be a lien upon the property 
hereinbefore in this section designated, and may 
be euforcfcd in such manner as the Legislature 
may by law prescribe. All railroads, fo far a« 
the same are situated within the boundaries of 
any common schosl district, shall be subject to 
an ad valorem :ax for school purposes voted by 
the eieetors of the district, at a special electká 
held for that purpose, the same as other prcrf- 
erty situated within the district, anything in 
this article to the contrary notwithstanding. 
And all railroads, as far as they are sitFüted 
wiihin the boundaries of any incorporate city 
or town, shall be subject to an ad veloiesa tax 
for municipal purposes the same as ott>¿? prop^ 
erty situated therein, anything in this, article to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 
Sec. 11. Income taxes may ba assessed and 
collected from persons, corporations, joint stock 
associations or companies, resident or doing 
business in this State, or %nj one or more of 
them, in such ca.«es and amounts and in such 
manner as shall be pr^^jt-rlbed by law. No Court 
k wUUlu this State sh#»^ have power, by ^i;ucc
